bandman, that had maried Chambers ſiſter, c John Mzights 
crucity the vnnaturall huſband of his mother . The cauſe 
that nraued theſe two this ſinne to attempt, aroſe from hence 
Thomas Chambers being by his father left heire to 30. k.a 
peare, and a poꝛtion of 2 oo and vpwards in monep, which 
! money and land at chziſknias next was to come to his hande, 
j oz if he died vnder age, a great part of it, then to fall vnto the 
f wife of the aboue named Graygoſe : Graygoſe (as at his 
I death UWzight pzateſted)abcut Cãdlemas laft came vnto him 
j and plotted murder, pꝛomiũng the benefit that by Chambers 
i death ts either of them might ariſe. O falſe temptation ol de⸗

tempeſt beates downe their violente But to our matter. 
Graygoſe was the wicked tempter , Wight as willingly 
tempted, the one conceines the miſchefe,the other conſentes: 
times they meetenplott, conſpire, e in the end conclude, 

at about Epping oz Merloſide in Eſſex, in one ofthe Whit- 
fon holivaies he ſhould be flatne: which ofthe could ürſt miete 
him pꝛomiſed to be the murderer, So part theſe vile conſpi⸗ 
rato2s, epther attending the diſmall time of Chambers de⸗
